This election is requirement is set forth because of the multitude of species in this 
application and this election seeks only to focus the election among the different locking species 
and still allows claims to the many species lacking the locking feature, i.e. all the other species in 
figures 1-22, 24, 25, and 27. It is regretted that the election is made at this date, but review of the 
many embodiments necessitates action at this time. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1,4-12, and 21-26 are generic.
